The Honourable William Hamilton, 
Postmaster General, has announced 
the details of a new design postage 
stamp that will be issued on the 22nd 
of January, 1958. 


The stamp will be of five cent de- 
nomination and is intended to empha- 
size the significant influence of the 
printed word on the life of Canadi- 
ans. Because it is the most popularly 
known form of printed communi- 
cation, the newspaper is depicted as 
the subject of the stamp. Canadian 
newspapers have long maintained 
an enviable reputation in dealing 
with day-to-day affairs, both in news 
and editorial form. 

Issuing of the stamp also coincides 
with celebration of the jubilee of The 
Canadian Press, the co-operative 
news gathering organization which 
serves member newspapers through- 
out the country.

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No. 393—Another Favor’s 
Cover 


Just a short time ago, in packet 
#386, we reported to you an interest- 
ing cover from St. John, N.B., to New 
York, via Boston, carried by Favor’s 
Express to Boston, then by Gay, Kin- 
sley’s Express to New York. 

We now have a second cover to re- 
port. This one from St. John to Bos- 
ton, and bear’s only the Favor’s Ex- 
press label. Letter is dated July 28, 
1849. The letter refers to some legal 
matters and apparently originally 
enclosed some papers. The explan- 
ation as to why the letter was sent 
“outside the mails” is also in the 
letter, referring to the fact that the 
papers were delayed and “did not 
come in time to send them by the last 
boat.” 

The label differs slightly in format 
from that on the other cover. It is 
black on orange, whereas the other 
was black on green. Just goes to 
prove the old saying about “never 
rains but it pours!’’—just two months 
ago we found our first one in twenty 
years, and now we have a second one! 
Next month I hepe to report the ad- 
dition of a third cover, this time with 
handstamp only. Keep fingers 
crossed!

Back in packet #374 we reported 
a cover bearing a black cork cancel

confirmation. 
While this first cover was dated 


July 28, 1899, this new one is dated 
No 3, same year. 


NAME CHANGE CORRECTION 

In November P.S. on page 13 in 
the article on “Post Office Name 
Changes” the last line of the second 
last paragraph should read “Now, in 
1957, it is back to Bishopton.” 

Two name changes asked about by 
collectors were custom office names, 
as at times a customs entry port is 
different to the postal list name. 

Two name, or site, changes defy 
solution, so far. They are Margaree, 
N.S., and Ossokeag, N.B. 

Hampton, Hampton Ferry, and 
Ossokeag, did some changing that 
will probably solve the mixup in New 
Brunswick numeral cancellations if 
the detail is known. It was thought 
Hampton and Hampton Ferry were 
the same place, but Mr. Foster in 
New Jersey produced a cover with 
postmarks of the two places dated 
the same day, thus proving more is 
to be found about these changings. 

In Cape Breton, N.S., Margaree, 
Margaree Forks, and Margaree Har- 
bor, are very indefinitely lecated as 
to site. This will be a problem be- 
tween 1824 and 1877, that some local- 
ity historian may know the solution 
of. 

In regard to altering a lithograph 
map, noted in a former article—the 
greasy ink in the original design is 
very difficult to remove by abrasion 
on the stone as it penetrates a little 
depth, thus the new word is flecked 
with smudges quite often. It is not 
difficult to add words on part of the 
stone that had no previous inking. 

The 1875 map mentioned in the 
Name Change article was Walker & 
Miles Postal Map, of 1875, which 
comes in an Atlas, or in wall maps 
of four of the Atlas pages combined 
in one large sheet—the best postal 
maps I ever saw. This map includes 
all the provinces, as of 1875.—Frank 
W. Campbell.

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Canada Notes—Scott’s 1958 Catalogue 


by L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 


I find 178 changes in unused prices 
and 100 changes in used prices up- 
wards, These indicate that Canadian 
stamps are increasing in popularity 
and demand. There were very few 
changes among the classic pence 
issues. There has been a very heavy 
demand over the past year for these 
items and some staggering prices 
have been established for superb and 
very fine copies. Even fine copies, 


which Scott does not define, often 
bring full catalogue prices. No. 1 
Canada, our popular 3p unused goes 
only to $900.00, yet I firmly believe 
it is as scarce as the 12p in unused 
condition. In the first Cents issue the 
2c value has justly been advanced in 
used only. This stamp is almost as 
scarce as the 6p, which is priced far 
above it. The very popular 1868 issue 
remains steady with a few small ad- 
vances in unused. 


Changes in the “small” cents issues 
are just about absent. What surprises 
me are the 1897 Jubilees with ad- 
vanees almost all through. I wond- 
why! You find these in every auction 
sale of Canadian but you must re- 
member those are collections being 
scld and not hoarded supplies being 
dumped on the market. This issue 
was not printed in large quantities, 
hence the prices could easily have 
been advanced more than they have 
been. I would have expected the Que- 
bec issue would have had more ad- 
vances than it did receive. They too 
are in very small supply and both 
dealers and collectors are always on 
the hunt for them. The few advances 
in the Numeral and Maple Leaf 
issues were surely due as these num- 
bers are very hard to locate and like 
the Jubilees are comimng out of old 
collections. You “mint?” paranoics 
take timely warning and be prepared 
to pay fantastic prices if you ever 
run across them. What amazes me is 
the continued presence of 88a and 
88b. These juvenile ‘do-it-yourself’ 
pieces of paper are mest surely in 
strange company in any catalogue. 
My, how easily some people are hood- 
winked. The 7c, 10c and 20e Edwards 
advanced unused—a sort of annual 
advance, and what one could expect. 


The first Geo. V issues are sure 
going up all along the line. The de- 
mand for these is terrific and net too 
well satisfied. Supplies seem to have 
dried up. There is here a really big 
field for study, when you consider 
the wet printings and the dry print- 
ings, re-engraving and retouching, 
together with all the many tints, es- 
pecially in the 1c green and 2c car- 
mine. What a showing can be made 
with these two values alone. 

Who asked about coils! Sure they 
are going away up. They too have 
shades, paste-ups, and these rare 
paste-ups at the start and end of each 
roll. Just try to get any of them! 
Speaking of coils, would it surprise 
vou that they will soon be a thing of 
the past, like the registration stamps 
and airmail stamps. Coils are fast 
being pushed into history by the 
meter stamns, and it would net sur- 
prise me if the P.O. did not issue any 
more, if and when time for another 
set arrives. Canadian coils were never 
more popular than they are right 
now, and supplies are far from plent- 
iful. Some are almost impossible to 


lecate. Collectors are collecting them 
in pairs, past2-up pairs, also strips 
of 4 of both of these, and some col- 
lect them in strips of 5 and 10. The 
most stupid pricing is No. 134. There 
were cnly twice as many of these 
issued as of No. 133. If priced cor- 
rectly No. 134 shculd be priced at 
$4.00 instead of the lowly 50c. 
Coming now to Nos. 136-7-8, the 
imperforate items, which were issued 
in quantities of 50,000, 50,000 and 
100,000 respectively. These were not 
sold by the post offices but only to 
collectors, dealers and hearders. So 
wy not price in the right proportion, 
which would price these at, No. 136, 
$4.50; No. 187, $4.50 and No. 1388 at 
2.25. Now look up the catalogue and 
see how far off the beam are the 
prices there. Just go next door to the 
overprints, No. 1389 and No. 140. 
These were issued in quantities of 
50,000 and just over 100,000. So, if 
imperfs are right as I have priced 
them above, these should be No. 139, 
$4.50 and No. 140 should be $2.25. 
We need what I would call “consist- 
ent” pricing. a 1 to 2 ratio should be 
maintained to be in unison with the 
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quantities issued. These stamps that 
I have been discussing were on sale 
to the collectors, etc., and were not 
used for postage and lost, but nearly 
all are still in existence today. 

Coming to the 8c orange of 1930 
issue, we find no used stocks in the 
dealers hands. Here is a sleeper. The 
13c Conference is another and price 
advances are in order and will con- 
tinue to be so. The $1.00 Fish is sure 
jumping and so will the $1.00 Edith 
Cavell Mountain. Both are real 
scarce both unused and used. Later, 
note the 5e ICAO No. 354 is up and 
all because of a limited number 
issued. In another year just watch 
the “Sports” four stamps. I predict 
big advances for them. The C2 Air- 
mail advanced in used but actually 
it is much scarcer used than unused. 
The air rate changed almost as soon 
as this was issued, so it was not in 
used very much. 


E8, the last 20c Special Delivery is 
up and will go on going up as it too 
came out just when the rate was re- 
duced to 10c. Even the 10c over-print 
on this tamp is a real sleeper and 
should have been advanced. J3, first 
4c due stamps jumped more and is a 
real scarce one—the best one of all 
dues. The early officials all climbed 
and will continue to do so next year. 
The demand is heavier every day and 
all of them are what could be called 
sleepers. Right here, if you are wise, 
you will not overlook the perforated 
officials which Scott does not list. 
They are the best buys today, IF you 
can get them. In closing I wonder at 
the inecnsistency in listing some of 
the imperforate stamps and then ig- 
noring many others of them. 


YUKON ARTICLE ERROR 


In our Yukon article last month 
we mentioned that Mike Mahoney 
was popositioned to take out an esti- 
mated 4,000 letters from Dawson to 
Skagway in December 1898. This 
should have read December 1897. 
The trip was made the last week of 
December 1897 and early part of Jan- 
uary 1898. Readers filing their Nov- 
ember P.S. for reference should note 
this correction. Incidently Mahoney 
died in Ottawa, Canada, April 8th, 
1951, aged 75. 

It has also been suggested that the 
cover illustrated on page 16 of the 


above article may have carried both 
U.S. and Canadian stamps because 
the envelope may have been a stamp- 
ed reply envelope sent to the ad- 
dressee and in using it for a reply a 
2c Canadian stamp was required for 
posting at Dawson. 

And in the McGreely Express art- 
icle in the same issue it was said in 
reference to the stamp illustrated 
that a U was used instead of a Y in 
spelling Skagway. This error was 
obvious to the reader as the stamp 
showed that W was the letter effect- 
ed. However, we regret making such 
errors. 

Perhaps interesting is the selling to 
tourists of nails at 5c each from the 
S.S. Yukoner when she was demolish- 
ed at Whitehorse last summer, and a 
flashback that nails in Dawson City 
during the 1898 gold rush building 
boom sold at $28.00 a lb. If these 
nails were the three inch variety, they 
then cost about 35c each at Dawson 
in 1898. 


T.S.C.C. NOTES 

Toronto Stamp Collectors’? Club at- 
tendance is up well over 10 per cent 
in their new meeting place, and the 
programmes have been well diversi- 
fied. 

On October 7th, Mr. George Hicks 
drove all the way from Listowell to 
show his splendid collection of Small 


cents which included lovely used 
blocks with brown and maple leaf 
cancellations. 


On Monday, November Tth, the de- 
signer of the 5e Mining and 20c 
Paper Products stamps, Mr. A. J. 
Cassin, O.S.A., gave a most interest- 
ing talk on just how he went about 
building up his designs. 

Then November 2l1st,, to really 
vary the programmes, Mr. William 
Slate brought aleng a portion of his 
19th century philatelic literature. 


CHRISTMAS SEAL SALES 
The Toronto Globe in its Novem- 
ber 23 issue mentions in an article 
on TB Christmas seals that the first 
campaign and seal of Christmas seals 
in Canada in 1908 brought in $7,358. 
Last year the Canadian Christmas 
seal contribution had risen to $2,800,- 
000. The funds are used in maintain- 
ing and expanding free X-ray units

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CANADA JOTTINGS 
By Will Eye 


No. 22 Official P. B. Survey, Re O9. 

To follow up the table published 
in last month’s P.S. we intend this 
month to make a few remarks con- 
cerning same and to follow up in 
future editions with other explan- 
atory marks and details. Should 
there be further items you feel should 
be discussed after this time, drop us 
a note and if of general importance 
and interest we will discuss same in 
this column. 

Re the O9 plate blocks, it comes as 
rather a surprise to us (although 
possibly not te some others) to find 
the rather large number of LL pos- 
itions reported relative to the other 
three positions. Actually twice that 
of upper positions. It appears as if 
there is a rather simple explanation 
here which we have found in check- 
ing with about a dozen owners. Many 
were purchased from the Agency and 
because of the rumour and/or fuss 
at the time over the missing period 
varieties many ordered the LL pos- 
ition in plate block form. Actually 
we do not believe that these missing 
period varieties nor the exact pos- 
ition of same was determined until 
after the O9 were obsolete at the 
Agency, but we could be wrong here. 
We have received information that 
an Ottawa dealer had the ‘inside 
track’ on these and picked up about 
20 plate blocks with missing’ periods 
at the time or shortly after issue. 
The above, coupled with the fact that 
you find some people collect only 
one each of the plate blocks (and in 
this instance it is invariably the LL 
position they collect since it has the 
additional attraction of the printer 
crder number and plate in the left 
hand vertical selvedge) seem to have 
resulted in more LL positions being 
in existence in collectors hands to- 
day. Actually some collectors have 
this position that do not generally 
collect plate blocks, as it is a variety 
and thus attracts collectcrs from this 
field also, so with the additional de- 
mand from here we find the LL pos- 
ition seems to be about the same 
price as the LR. Many have felt for 
some time that the upper positions 
were far scarcer than the lower on 
this stamp, and I think the survey 
verifies and supports this thought— 


~ also it is very evident from the num- 


ber of collectors who are after all 
four positions, nine out of ten are 
missing both, or one of the uppers 
rather than either of the lowers. In 
any event any position is certainly 
nice property and indeed one of Can- 
ada’s true modern rarities. The 
single stamps and blocks in ordinary 


_form are scarce enough and it is in- 


teresting to note that on Bileski’s 
price list he has them retail now at 
$30.00 each. The demand for this 
stamp shows no signs of decreasing 
and dealers now have almost no sup- 
ply in their stocks. One last note to 
those of you who have asked to try 
and have exchanges arranged on 
these O9 plates, I would suggest 
where you are offering a lower for a 
wanted upper you will have to add 
some further inducement to obtain 
same in light of the rather establish- 
ed additional rarity of the uppers. So 
please drop us a line, otherwise we 
will not attempt to make a straight 
exchange of lower for upper. 
No. 23—PIl. Blk. Officials Survey. O2 
One of the most surprising results 
to us of the survey was the number 
of plate bleck O2 that were reported. 
If this is anywhere near the mark 
then this plate is a very scarce item 
and far, far underpriced in today’s 
market. Again we have a similar cir- 
cumstance re the LL position as a 
number of non-plate block collectors 
reported having this in a block of ten 
containing the missing period—so 
with these not available to plate 
block collectors possibly that is why 
the LL position seems to have a 
price premium over the uppers. 
No. 24—Pl. Blk. Survey—General 
We just wish to emphasize here 
that the rarity now established for 
many of these Official plate blocks 
(witness the recent prices in the 
plate block catalog.) puts them far 
out of the reach of the ordinary col- 
lector. However, do not become dis- 
couraged by this—just leave out the 
rare ones or alternatively leave out 
these plates completely where an ex- 
pensive position occurs (if you are 
collecting matched sets and insist up- 
on same). Also in regard to the more 
recent issues it has now been estab- 
lished that the “thick” G variety 
(where the letter broke apart) was 
on plates Nos. 1 & 2 of the current 
5c—not all positions reported.

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Dawson-Yukon 
Law Stamps

What visions these beautiful Law 
Stamps bring to the Canadian Rev- 
enue collector! Shades of Jack Lond- 
on, Robert Service and Rex Beach! 
Stories of the gold rush stampede of 
1897-98,—all these are brought to 
mind when one turns to these pages 
in their albums. 


Actually there are two sets of Law 
stamps from the Yukon Territory, 
both issued in 1903. Let’s consider 
those of the Dawson Mining Court 
first. 

Dawson Mining Court Law Stamps 


This town, located on the Yukon 
river, in the heart of the Klondike 
gold region, was founded in 1896. By 
1898 its population had reached more 
than 30,000. In 1898 it became the ad- 
ministrative capital of the Yukon 
Territory. Severely damaged by fires 
in 1898 and 1899, and with the first 
flush of the gold rush over, its pop- 
ulation dropped to a little more than 
9,000 in 1901. By 1951 the population 
had dropped to less than 800, and in 
that year the capital of the Yukon 
was transferred to White Horse. ` 

The Mining’ Court stamps, issued 
in 1908, were beautifully engraved 
and printed by the American Bank 
Note Co., Ottawa. The company im- 
print appears below the design of 
each stamp. They are perforated 12, 
and are on a yellowish-white wove 
paper with distinct vertical mesh. The 
slightly yellowish tone to the paper 
may be due to the thick yellowish 
gum which was used. All values are 
printed in vermilion, and are with the 
same basic central design, with vari- 
ous frame designs. 

Small die proofs on india paper are 
known of the 25c and $1.00 denomi- 
nations. These are cut to stamp size, 
imperforate and are printed in car- 
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mine,—quite different from the color 
of issue. Only one example of each of 
these die proofs are known. 


The entire set exists with a very 
small “SPECIMEN”  handstamped 
(?) overprint. This overprint seems 
to be uniformly applied in the upper 
right quarter cf the stamp, and reads 
up.

Most copies of these stamps will 
be found either in mint condition, or 
will be punched “CANCELLED”. 
While some of these have a high 
catalogue value, nevertheless all are 
scarce and appear on a great many 
revenue collector’s want lists. 


Yukon Territorial Court Law Stamps 


Yukon Territory was created as a 
separate district in June 1898. Its 
population growth was rapid and 
similar to that of Dawson, but hit a 
low of approximately 4,100 in 1911. 
By 1951 it had climbed back to over 
9,000. Gold production from this ter- 
ritory for the period 1898-1948 total- 
ed about $244,000,000. Gold mining 
is still the major industry of the ter- 
ritory. 554 miles of the Alaskan 
Highway are located in this territory, 
or about 45 per cent of the entire 
length. 

The Yukon Territorial Court Law 
Stamps, also issued in 1903, were also 
engraved and printed by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Co., Ottawa. Like 
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the Dawson Mining Court stamps, 
these too bear the bank note imprint 
below each stamp, are perforated 12, 
and are on white wove with a distinct 
vertical mesh. All denominations 
have the same basic central design, 
but have various frame designs. All 
are printed in blue. 


Small die proofs on india, cut to 
stamp size, imperforate, and in color 
of issue, are known of the 10c and 25c 
denominations. Only one copy cf each 
are known. I have not seen examples 
of the finished stamps overprinted 
“SPECIMEN” but would expect to 
find that they exist. 


Just when the Silver and Black 
Overprinted stamp was issued I do 
not know. It was not listed in any of 
the Revenue catalogs until the most 
recent edition of Holmes’—and I 
therefore suspect it is of rather late 
date. 

This is a rather scarce stamp, and 
I doubt if very many copies are in 
collectors’ hands. Holmes’ does not 
price it. I personally have seen or 
heard of six copies.

Mint copies of this issue seem to be 
less common than the Dawson Mi- 
ning Court issues. Most copies come 
with a punched “CANCELLED”— 
found in twe different sizes. Like the 
Dawson issue these stamps are not 
common, and generally underpriced. 


So if you are looking for an inter- 
esting but rather limited field for 
specialization,—why not turn to the 
Yukon? A collection cf territorial 
cancellations, some gold rush covers, 
the early airmail covers of this terri- 
tory, plus the beautiful Law Stamps 
described herein would make it poss- 
ible to assemble an album of Yukon 
Philately that would be an eye catch- 
er at any exhibit! 
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~MAKE VICPEX THE DATE IN ’58

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

Once again Mr. J. N. Sissons of 
Toronto is in the philatelic limelight 
with his latest purchase of the re- 


nowned pair of the 12d black of 1851. 
The price paid was $17,500 and we 
understand they will go into the col- 
lection of a Canadian collector. We 
hope they will remain for a long 
time in their country of origin. This 
rare pair was for a long time in the 
possession of the late Mr. Alfred 
Lichenstein and were originally 
bought from Mr. Ronald Angus of 
Victoria, B.C. 

Another of those strange releases, 
an overprinted 5c on 45c was made 
lately by Seychelles. The overprint- 
ing was done there, and the issue 
was not distributed by the Crown 
Agents in London. It has been selling 
at various prices from 30c¢ to 50c in 
New York. We understand the total 
number issued was 100,000, and am- 
ong the stamps are many varieties 
and differences in the type work 
which are selling at high prices. 
Since the release of the stamp in 
question a new 5c issue has been dis- 
tributed. 

Interesting reading in “SC” of 
London are figures given for the 
total number of collectors in the Brit- 
ish Isles which, approximately, is 
stated to be nearly 2,000,000. This 
analysis is made by L. N. & M. Will- 
iams. 

Among various “Fyndem” boosts 
in “SC” it should be noted the West- 
ern Samoan Stevenson set of 1939 is 
given prominence. It is stated that 
of the 2%d and 7d values only 120,- 
000 of each were printed. The Great 
Britain 2/6 green stamp of 1942 is 
also mentioned for our attention. 
Many of us may well remember this 
stamp only a year or two ago was 
very much in abundance here, how- 
ever in mint they are very scarce. 
We are also warned that the Dollar 
stamp of Singapore should be given 
attention. Canada again is in the 
“Ryndem” list, partiality being giv- 
en to our late U.P.U. issue, and he 
“stars” them both. It may be the 15c 
after a short few months may be 
scarce and hard to acquire. It would 
be useful to know the numbers print- 
ed of these stamps. 


Reading in “Stamps” of New York 
I note Mr. Eaton refers to the final 
Queen issue of Gold Coast as being 
an up and coming set. His quotation 
of present selling prices from $5.50 
to $6.50 does not seem excessive for 
an issue so rapidly obsoleted., 

Our P.M.G. has announced eight 
new stamps for 1958. Quite a layout 
and with the extreme popularity of 
our stamps here and abroad it sounds 
like good business. However, it goes 
without question that philatelic 
spendings are very welcome at Ot- 
tawa. 

Just at the closing point of this 
message, Macleans magazine has 
come to hand. It is my hope every 
collector will read the remarkable 
story of Mr. Hans Lundberg by Peter 
C. Newman. Dr. Lundberg is one of 
our greatest philatelists and the own- 
er of some 200 albums which con- 
tain many world rarities, including 
the valuable Swedish stamps acquir- 
ed by him a few years ago. He is an 
ardent and enthusiastic stamp col- 
lector and has a great affection for 
early European classics. 

Stamp months ahead of you for 
hunting out your wants should give 
you lots of fun, so enjoy yourselves.
